Owners of property sought 
by Marin Municipal Water Dis­ 
trict for the Nicasio dam and 
reservoir today accused the 
district of moving against them 
in court without any attempt 
to negotiate purchase of then:

The indignation of the prop­ 
erty owners was ignited by 
filing of condemnation suits 
yesterday, despite the fact that 
Samuel W. Gardiner, the water 
district attorney, was quoted 
as saying most of the owners 
had agreed to sell but “one or 
two may hold out.” 
“How can anyone hold out?” 
asked Mrs. Eloise Tomasini. 
“They haven’t even made us 
an offer yet.” 
PACK OF LIES’ 
Fred LaFranchi was more 
explicit: “It’s nothing but a 
pack of lies. Nobody's made 
an offer to me for my land.” 
He said MMWD manager Wil­ 
liam Seeger had told him about 
a year ago that he would be 
approached with an offer, “ but 
nobody ever has.”

Despite the five-million-dol­ 
lar outlay, there will be no in­ 
crease in water rates this year, 
directors said.

At 
that time, doctors said she 
might live another year. 
“After the o p e r a t i o n in 
March she rallied,” her father 
recalls. “She was running and 
jumping with other children.” 
But early this month, a recur­ 
rence of the tumor was found. 
A few days later, physicians 
pronounced the situation hope­ 
less. 


“ We’re told she may live 
another day, another month, 
another hour,” said Saucedo. 


“Doctors won’t operate. It’s 


gone too far this time. They’ve 
given her the strongest X-ray 
treatments possible.

But when you 
realize it’s happening to you, 
all of your faith and back­ 
ground come back to you.” 


The couple have one other 
child, five - month - old Keith 
Hall.

The Taft-Hartley Act of 1947 
outlawed the c l o s e d shop, 
which gave unions control of 
hiring. “ Right to work” would 
end the “ union shop” system 
in California. In a union shop, 
the employer controls hiring 
but the employee must join the 
union after he gets the job. 
With 100 per cent membership, 
the union has a strong collec­ 
tive bargaining position. 
Synon cited federal govern­ 
ment figures for the period 
1947-55 showing thaft states 
with “ voluntary unionism” in­ 
creased 61.2 per cent in per­ 
sonal income and those with 
union shops increased 58.6 per 
cent. 
Cassidy shot back: “Those 
(states with voluntary union­ 
ism) are mostly southern states 
who were forced to adopt the 
$1 federal minimum wage.” 


LISTS OTHERS 
Synon said Arizona, Nebras­ 
ka, Iowa and N e v a d a are 
among the 18 states which now 
have “right to work” laws. The 
other 14 are in the South. 
Synon said that “right to 
work” started at the grass 
roots. “My wife circulated 75 
p e t i t i o n s of 25 signatures 
each,” he said. 
McNally said proponents of 
“ right to work” were the U. S. 
Chamber of Commerce, the 
National Association of Manu­ 
facturers and the California 
Assn. of E m p l o y e r s , 
Ho 
charged that members of the 
California Assn. of Employers 
had told employees not to join 
unions. 
Synon said he had heard Ma­ 
rin County unions levied $5 
fines on their members for fail­ 
ing to turn up at meetings and 
hear a “harangue against right 
to work.” 
Cassidy said fines against 
members who fail to attend 
meetings are common practice. 
Unions do this, he said, “not 
because they are trying to in­ 
timidate members but because 
they want the highest possible 
representation on matter* of 
policy.”

Valley Fever 


SAN FRANCISCO UP — An 
antibiotic from the Amazon 
valley has given doctors new 
hope of saving the lives of per­ 
sons with advanced cases of 
Valley Fever. 
The drug has been used on 
14 persons seriously ill with 
the disease and has yielded en­ 
couraging results, said Dr. Wil­ 
liam Winn, director of the Tu- 
lare-Kings County Sanitarium 
at Springville. Dr. Winn told 
about it in a paper delivered 
before the American College 
of Chest Physicians. 


FATAL FORM 
Five of the 14 had the dis­ 
ease in a form which usually 
is considered fatal. 
One of 
t h e s e had the infection 18 
months before the new treat­ 
ment was started, and he died. 
The other four have shown 
m a r k e d 
improvement, 
Dr. 
Winn said. 
Of the other nine patients, 
six are apparently well and 
three are still hospitalized but 
improving, the physician re­ 
ported. 


FIRST TO WORK 
The antibiotic is called am- 
photericin-B. Dr. Winn said it 
was the first drug to have any 
effect against the disease. 
Valley Fever was first found 
in California's lower San Joa­ 
quin Valley but has spread to 
parts of southern Nevada and 
portions of New Mexico and 
some areas in Texas. 
Nearly every permanent res­ 
ident of the lower San Joaquin 
Valley has had the disease but 
for most of them it was no 
worse than a bad cold. They 
developed immunity after the 
initial attack and are bothered 
no longer. 
More than 30,000 people de­ 
velop the fungus infection each 
year. About two-thirds of them 
recover without trouble. 


250 Tons Of Wood 


Wasted Daily 


RICHMOND (UPI)— Enough 
wood to equal a year’s growth 
on nearly five million acres of 
commercial timberland goes up 
in smoke eaqji year from saw­ 
mill waste burners, according 
to a recent survey. 
Director Fred E. Dickinson 
of the Forest Products Lab­ 
oratory of the University of 
California here said the survey 
showed that 250 tons per day 
or more than 160 million cubic 
feet of shavings, slabs, edgings 
and o t h e r leftover material 
were burned.

Dominican Congress 
Would End U.S. Pact 


CIUDAD TRUJILLO, Domin­ 
ican Republic 
— Stung by 
criticism in the American Con­ 
gress of young Rafael Trujillo’s 
playboy habits, the Dominican 
Congress has asked the govern­ 
ment to pull out of all U. S. 
aid agreements. 


Under one of the pacts the 
United States maintains a sta­ 
tion in the Caribbean republic 
to track its guided missiles. 


The Dominican Congress, a 
rubber stamp for Dictator-Gen- 
eralissimo Rafael Trujillo Sr., j 
made no mention of the fancy

Congress said “the attacks that 
some U. S. congressmen have 
directed against the Dominican 
Republic in terms offensive to 
her national dignity would not 
have occurred” if U. S. aid had 
not been accepted. 
The resolution forwarded to 
President Hector Trujillo, the 
generalissimo’s brother, asked 
for an end to agreements pro­ 
viding U. S. military aid of 
$600,000 a year; technical as­ 
sistance, and cooperation on 
peaceful uses of atomic energy. 


MAY USE HAITI 
If the Trujillos cancel the 
missile-tracking agreement, the 
United could look next door to 
Haiti, which has offered to 
serve as a tracking base. 


Young Trujillo at 29 is head 
of the Dominican air force and 
this week was made head of 
the combined chiefs of staff. 
U. S. congressmen first criti­ 
cized him for his lavish expen­ 
ditures in Hollywood when he 
was supposed to be attending 
the U. S. Army’s Command and 
General Staff School in Leav­ 
enworth, Kan. 
The Dominican government 
countered that Trujillo was a 
rich man and was spending his 
own money. 
Things might have calmed 
down if Rep. Charles B. Brown- 
son, an Indiana Republican, 
hadn’t revealed last week that 
Trujillo Jr. wasn’t being grad­ 
uated from Leavenworth be­ 
cause he hadn’t finished the 
course. The generalissimo re­ 
taliated with an anti-U. S. blast, 
ordered 30 Dominican cadets 
and officers out of U. S. mili­ 
tary schools, and summoned 
his Congress. 


Young Trujillo, who is di­ 
vorcing his wife, has returned 
to Hollywood. Zsa Zsa said she 
would try to find him a new 
spouse and w o u l d throw a 
party for him aboard his fam- 


ily yacht, which came to Cali­ 
fornia to sail him home.

Albert Clark 
Reed, a scientist at the Cali­ 
fornia Institute of Technology, 
said goodby to his wife, patted 
his son’s head, left home— and 
disappeared. 
The FBI, police, family and 
friends were baffled. The trail 
led 50 miles east to San Bernar­ 
dino, then grew cold. 
His wife, Florence, 
never 
gave up hope that he would re­ 
turn. 
Yesterday he was discovered 
working as a groom at Holly­ 
wood Park. 
“I don’t know why I left,” 
he told newsmen. “I was— still 
am—hazy and confused. 
“The day I left I sold my 
car, took a bus and went to 
Phoenix. I got a job handling 
freight.” 
Later he got a job handling 
horses and returned to Califor­ 
nia, working at various tracks. 
His 
identity was discovered 
through a routine fingerprint 
check. He was using the name 
Alfred C. Reese. 
“I’m still stunned,” he said, 
“but I’m getting to feel a grad­ 
ual relief that I will no longer 
have to live with this secret.” 
He spoke of his wife: 
“Oh, 
we quarreled occasionally, but 
that couldn’t be the reason I 
left.” 


Reed, a Caltech graduate and 
World War II test pilot, 
was 
working as an aeronautical con­ 
sultant on a secret project 
when he disappeared.

Reed, balding and 51, was 
told his son, Timothy, 12, has 
been adopted by Mr. and Mrs. 
Dudley B. Smith, Larchmont, 
N. Y. Smith, a patent attorney, 
is Mrs. Reed’s cousin. 
Reed later had a tearful re­ 
union with his mother, 
Mrs. 
Cora Reed, of nearby Glendale. 
But his homecoming also was 
marked by sadness. He learn­ 
ed that his wife died in Decem­ 
ber, 1955, of cancer.

Mill Valley Development Plan 


A five-point program for the 
two remaining years of the city 
council term from which he re­ 
signed, was put down hopefully 
today by Mill Valley ex-Coun- 
cilman Robert R. Laughead.

“4. D e v e l o p m e n t of the 
marshland area, both recrea­ 
tional and commercial prop­ 
erty. 


“5. I n a u g u r a t i o n of the 
street improvement program.” 
Laughead backed no specific 
candidate to fill his seat on the 
council, but he made three sug­ 
gestions as to the type of man 
to do the job.

Brown, the lady sheriff of Al­ 
pine County, will turn in her 
badge next January with re­ 
gret. 
She enjoys being California’s 
only woman sheriff. And in 
this sparsely populated High 
Sierra county south of Lake 
Tahoe it’s practically a one- 
woman job. 


RUNS MOTEL 
There’s nothing Wild West in 
speech nor manner about this 
fiftyish grandmother. She runs 
a neat motel with homey mot­ 
toes on the wall, and her main 
recreation is driving to Nevada 
for Eastern Star meetings. 
But on the job, she often 
dons jeans, jacket and a .38 and 
rides a horse, jeep or battered 
sheriff’s car through the per­ 
pendicular snow-capped scen­ 
ery. 
She serves papers, arrests 
drunks, aids auto accident vic­ 
tims, investigates cabin break- 
ins, packs out broken-legged 
tourists, finds strayed children,- 
or combs the pinon pines for 
escaped prisoners.

She has locked up only 17 
people in the clean little jail in ! 
the basement of the courthouse 
since she took office last July 8. |

He was recaptured in 
Hawthorne, Nev. 
“It’s not how many people 1 
you have in jail, it’s how many 
you can keep good,” says Mrs.

LONDON 
—Prime Minis­ 
ter Harold Macmillan announ­ 
ced today a seven-year plan for 
the future of Cyprus which 
provides for participation of 
Greek and Turkish 
govern­ 
ments in the administration of 
the island. 
Macmillan 
described 
the 
proposition to the House of 
Commons as “an adventure in 
partnership.” 
He also promised that cessa- 


tion of violence in Cyprus—a 
British crown colony populated 
by 400.000 persons of Greek 
descent and 200,000 of Turkish 
descent—would bring a relaxa­ 
tion of emergency regulations, 
including return of Cypriots 
now excluded from the island. 
This reference was taken to 
mean that Archbishop Makan- 
rios, leader of the GreekCy- 
priot community, would be al­ 
lowed to return to Cyprus 


when order is restored. He is 
an exile in Greece. 
Greek Cypriots

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Let's Not Forget, Wright 
Works For People Of Marin 
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Almost everybody is impressed to 
some degree by the imagination dis­ 
played by architect Frank Lloyd Wright 
m the preliminary sketches for the pro­ 
posed Marin government center. 
But before we all fall in line behind 
the noted architect to follow blindly 
wherever he leads us— as if he were the 
Pied Piper of Hamelin—let us consider 
some elementary facts. 
First, an architect is employed by a 
client to do what the client hires him 
to do. The architect is the servant not 
the master, of the client. Constructive 
criticism may appropriately flow from 
the master to the servant. 
In the case of Wright and his relation­ 
ship to Marin County, he is in the em­ 
ploy of the people and the people have 
the right and duty to criticize construct­ 
ively his work and to form opinions, 
good or bad. about it; and to pass judg­ 
ment on it. 
\ 
We say this because it strikes us that 
some people have been so earned away 
by their adulatior for the noted archi­ 
tect they have reached a point where 
they resent criticism — regardless of 
how mild and or constructive it may 
be—of Wright's work 
And we mean 
some people within our county govern­ 
ment who are in positions to give public 
approval to something inappropriate, if 
W right s final plans should be inappro­ 
priate in any way. 
Second, an architect should never be 
permitted to get into the position where 
he obligates large sums of his client's 
money without first getting the client’s 
permission to spend his the client s) 
money. 
This hazard occurs during construc­ 
tion stages where the architect “super­ 
vises- construction as the agent of the 
client. If the architect doesn't like some- 


thing the building contractor is domg 
and orders. “Tear it down and do it 
over 
the chert may receive a sizeable 
bill for work that be did not expressly 
authorize and that he may not be pre­ 
pared to pay for. 
Obviously, the peopie of Mann, as 
Wright s client must 
be protected 
against any such occurrence. 
There 
must be adequate safeguards against 
spending public money without prior, 
express approval in each instance by the 
publics 
authorized 
representatives, 
which in the case of the county are the 
members of the Board of Supervisors. 
How can we provide adequate safe­ 
guards against the two hazards" 


First, when Wright s final plans are 
presented to the county they should 
be reviewed and subjected to critical 
study by a representative group of 
qualified citizens. BEFORE any con­ 
tract is let to obligate funds to build. 
e feel certain that constructive crit­ 
icism can do no harm and may well 
hring highly desirable modifications 
and improv ements in the plans. 


Second, w hatev er contract is signed 
with a building construction firm 
should state simply and plainly that 
any items of added cost must be ex­ 
pressly authorized by the Board of 
Supervisors BEFORE they are incur­ 
red. That is: the public s money will 
NOT be used to pay bills for work or­ 
dered by anybody other than the pub­ 
lic's 
elected 
representatives, 
the 
Board of Supervisors. - 


We don t see that this can do any 
harm, and it should have the effect of 
discouraging a contractor from adding 
cost without first obtaining express au­ 
thorization from the taxpayers’ elected 
representatives.

THE EAST GERMAN Com­ 
munist 
puppet 
government 
apparently is about to win a 
diplomatic victory over the 
United States. 
The victory lies in the fact 
that the United States is being 
compelled to deal directly 
with the Red regime, which it 
does not recognize, to effect 
the release of nine American 
soldiers who landed their lost 
helicopter in East Germany 
in a storm on June 7. 
Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles made the deci­ 
sion to deal directly with the 
puppet government, empha­ 
sizing as he did so that his ac­ 
tion will not mean diplomatic 
recognition. 


IN’ THE PAST, in frequent 
incidents like the present one, 
the United States has dealt 
with Soviet Russian occupa­ 
tion forces in East Germany. 
This time, the Russians re­ 
fused to act. They said that 
the East German government 
alone was competent to nego­ 
tiate the soldiers’ release. 


This was a flagrant re­ 
pudiation of Russia's obli­ 
gations under the four-pow­ 
er agreement under which 
Germany was partitioned 
after World War II. 


On the surface, the incident 
means little. It is simply one 
of the innumerable disputes 
that have arisen between the 
United States and Soviet au­ 
thorities in divided Germany. 


EVERYBODY KNOWS that 


the East German Reds are 
the most senile of Russia's 
puppets. The territory which, 
with 
Soviet 
support, 
they 
keep under subjection is oc­ 
cupied 
by 400.000 Russian 
troops. Moscow directs even’ 
move that the East German 
regime makes. 
The nine American soldiers 
are being held as hostages 
with R u s s i a n connivance. 
Their ransom price is United 
States consent to deal with the 
East Germans instead of Rus­ 
sia for their release. 


In agreeing to direct ne­ 
gotiations, Dulles explained 
that in a kidnaping case it 
is necessary to deal with the 
kidnapers. 


But Dulles’ action has rous­ 
ed considerable misgiving in 
United States Army head­ 
quarters in Frankfurt, West 
Germany, and in the West 
German capital of Bonn. 
The army men are looking 
ahead to possibly more seri­ 
ous incidents in future in 
which Russia, for instance, 
might use the present prece­ 
dent to impede communica­ 
tion between Berlin and West 
Germany, which are separat­ 
ed by a 110-mile belt of Red- 
ruled territory. 
The Bonn government is 
concerned 
because it feels 
that every concession to the 
Russians and the East Ger­ 
mans sharpens the division of 
Germany between East and 
West. 


Under it the capitalist class 
holds power over the jobs and 
lives of millions because that 
class owns industry. 
Workers are reduced to the 
status of commodities—com­ 
pelled to sell their labor pow- 
er to the few in the labor mar­ 
ket. Do you call that rule by 
the people? 
A plant runs or is shut 
down as the capitalist decides. 
Profit, not human need, casts 
the vote. Remember the last 
depression? Do you call that 
rule for the people? 
Compare the tremendous 
industrial production with the 
poverty that millions of Amer­ 
icans live in. Does that sound 
like government for the peo­ 
ple0 It sounds like govern­ 
ment for the millionaires, for 
the capitalists, to me. 
This 
economic despotism 
nullifies political democracy 
because the newspapers, radio 
and TV are capitalist-owmed. 
Therefore, these institutions 
take the capitalist side of con­ 
troversies. 
C apitalist spokesmen as 
well as Socialists know the 
truth of the preceding para­ 
graphs. In his book. “The New 
Freedom,*’ Woodrow Wilson 
had this to say: “The masters 
of the government . . . are 
the combined capitalists and 
manufacturers of the United 
States . . . It is written over 
every intimate page of the 
records of Congress . . . The 
men really consulted are the 
men who have the biggest 
stake—the big bankers, the 
big manufacturers, the big 
masters of commerce . . . The 
government of the United 
States is a foster-child of the 
special interests.” 
So we do not have rule by 
and for the people. We do 
have a capitalism that uses 
the forms of democracy and 
republicanism to cloak’ class 
rule. 
What do we need? The 
Socialist Labor Party says 
that industry must be own­ 
ed and managed—not pri­ 
vately or by the political 
state—but by the workers 
who run industry. It would 
by a system of genuine de­ 
mocracy—a system where­ 
in production would be car­ 
ried on to fulfill human 
needs instead of for private 
profit.

SACRAMENTO (UPI>—The 
first skirmish in what prom­ 
ises to be a marathon battle 
in the Legislature over new 
taxes has been fought. It end­ 
ed up as a draw. 
The action came last week 
at a meeting of the joint legis­ 
lative budget committee—a 
group composed of key mem­ 
bers of the two houses. It in­ 
cludes such wheels on fiscal 
policy as Sen. James Mac- 
Bride (D-Venturai. chairman 
of the senate finance commit­ 
tee, and Assemblyman Lloyd 
L o w r e y (R-Rumsey i, vice- 
chairman of the Assembly 
ways and means committee. 


LEGISLATIVE Analyst A. 
Alan Post, the Legislature's 
principal adviser on fiscal 
problems, 
started 
off 
the 
hassle by asking the commit­ 
tee for guidance on how he 
should proceed to make rec­ 
ommendations on the admin­ 
istration’s 1959-60 budget. 
Post pointed out that the 
current state budget, author­ 
ed 
by retiring 
Republican 
Gov. 
Goodwin 
J. 
Knight, 
wiped out about 120 million 
dollars in reserve funds in or­ 
der to make it come out even. 
It is, technically, a balanced 
budget—but actually it is in 
deficit by the amount of re­ 
serves used to make it bal­ 
ance. 
The outlook for the new fis­ 
cal year which starts next 
July 1 is even gloomier, Post 
told the committee. 


“. . . when normal school 
and other cost increases 
are added for the following 
year's expected r e q u i r e - 
ments, a prospective deficit 
and tax issue of 200 to 250 
million 
dollars 
will 
be 
facing the 1959 session of 
the Legislature,” Post said. 


HIS R E M A R K S immedi­ 
ately aroused both Assembly­ 
man John L. E. Collier (R-Los 
Angeles) and Sen. Louis G. 
Sutton (R-Maxwell), both of 
whom face tough election con­ 
tests in November. 
“Forget about new taxes” 
snapped Collier. “If I come 
back next session, I am not 
voting for any new taxes,” he 
said. 
“Amen,” said Senator Sut­ 
ton. 
But both Post and other 
members of the committee 


very nice to say there will b« 
no new taxes next year, but, 
they asked, how shall the new 
budget be balanced? 


Post said that only about 
400 million dollars out of the 
total budget of two billions of 
dollars is subject to legisla­ 
tive control. Almost all of the 
rest of it is money allocated 
by the c o n s t i t u t i o n for 
schools, local subventions and 
other government services— 
and the Legislature cannot 
change those appropriations. 


“YOU CANT CIT 200 mil­ 
lion out of that 400 million.” 
Post said. “It is impossible as 
a practical matter to cut state 
agencies by that amount un­ 
less you want to cut them 
right down the middle. That 
would mean, for example, that 
instead of 11 state colleges, 
you’d only have five and a 
half.” 


“We are going to have to 
raise taxes next year,” said 
Assemblyman Lester A. Mc­ 
Millan (D-Los Angeles). “H 
Mr. Collier says we don’t have 
to, he just isn’t facing facts.” 


“Well, I don’t believe we 
should add a single new em­ 
ployee to the payroll next 
year,” Collier replied. “I 
move we ask Post to try to 
balance the budget without 
new taxes by letting the 
present staff of state em­ 
ployees do a little more, 
tighten their belts, help 
carry the load. 


“If a teacher, for ex­ 
ample, had 35 pupils in­ 
stead of 33 in her class, it 
would help make up our 
deficit. If prison guards 
watched 1,800 prisoners in­ 
stead of 1,500 that would 
help, too. We ought to do 
that all down the line.” 


“Now wait a minute.” said 
Sen. F. Presley Abshire (R* 
Santa Rosa). “I think you're 
putting Post on a spot. Don’t 
forget that in years past, Post 
has recommended s i z a b l e 
cuts in the state budget—but 
we didn’t back him up. When 
he does show us how to hold 
the line, we don’t follow his 
advice.”

Rigorous Examinations Weed 


Out Potential Security Risks 


WASHINGTON W) — T he 
toughest employment hurdles 
in the United States govern­ 
ment are those set up before 
applicants for jobs with the 
critically sensitive Central In­ 
telligence Agency. 
Only about one in 15 makes 
the grade. 
A whole lection of a CIA 
headquarters building is taken 
up by elaborate equipment de­ 
signed to probe the thoughts, 
feelings, inhibitions and ration­ 
ality of those who would be­ 
come American e s p i o n a g e 
igents. 
There’s even a lie detector 
—and it’s used as a matter 
of course. 
The rigorous tests are set up 
to weed out the security risks 
who may range from infiltrat­ 
ing Soviet agents to just plain 
blabber-mouths. 
Rumors occasionally make 
the rounds to the effect that 
the CIA pries unnecessarily in­ 
to the sex lives of its women 
employees. The agency denies 
that it asks questions about 
what is regarded as normal 
sex experience. 
The only sex question asked, 
says the CIA, is: “Are you a 
homosexual?” 
A second question, which 
might have bearing on sex, 
is: “Have you ever done any­ 
thing for which you could be 
blackmailed?” 
As far as can be learned, 
the CIA is the only govern­ 
ment agency that employs 
the lie detector on a mass 
scale as a normal personnel 
practice. 
An applicant can refuse to 
take the test and still be hired 
but it is extremely unlikely. 
The lie detector was not in­ 
troduced by CIA chief Allen 
Dulles, who has held the post 
five and one-half years. He in­ 
herited it from his predeces­ 
sor. But he has continued it 
without apology. 
Have the Russians ever suc­ 
ceeded in planting an operative 
inside CIA? 
There has never been a di­ 
rect public answer to that ques­ 
tion. Some time ago Dulles was 
asked about it and he skirted a 
flat yes-or-no reply. 
“I naturally assume,” he 
said, “that the Soviets will 
attempt to penetrate the CIA 
. . . I don’t think they are 
going to find it easy, but 
we are going to keep on our 
guard all the time.” 
The dangerous role of spy 
holds a strange attraction for 
many wealthy socialites and 
college graduates. 
In fact, you might say the 
CIA’s top leadership wears an 
Ivy League look. 
Of the 20 highest officials, 
17 are graduates of Eastern 
universities. 
Dulles 
acknowledges 
that 
five of his top 20 are indepen­ 
dently 
wealthy, 
earning 
as 
much from outside sources as 
they do from CIA. 
This in­ 
cludes Dulles himself, a Prince­ 
ton grad, who makes $21,000 
a year as director. 
The CIA operates on the the­ 
ory that a person’s Ivy League 
background, social graces or 
wealth should not bar him 
from a spot in the nation’s 
espionage network. 
What is more important, 
says CIA. is a person’s com­ 
petence, his dedication and 
his willingness to accept the 
anonymity that necessarily 
goes with the job. Those who 
treat the work as a glamor­ 
ous sideline don’t last long. 
This 
policy apparently is 
paying off. A newsman check­ 
ing into OIA’s record finds 
surprisingly little criticism. 
“I won’t knock them,” says

one former leader of the Tru­ 
man administration. “I think 
most of this administration is 
lousy. But this is one outfit 
that knows its business, be­ 
lieve me.” 


Part of the reason CIA has

CIA salaries follow closely 
the regular civil service scales. 
But Dulles, who probably oper­ 
ates under less restrictions than 
any other government depart­ 
ment head, is not required to 
abide by those rules. 
Salaries for new CIA em­ 
ployees are 
sometimes low. 
Some recruits quit early to 
seek more lucrative rewards 
in private industry. Many re­ 
main. 
What holds them? 
Mostly it’s the lure of an ex-

Flaming Gorge—an elaborate 
town site with more than two 
miles of paved boulevards and 
about a mile of 42-foot residen­ 
tial pavements, concrete drive­ 
ways, concrete floors in tem­ 
porary garages; 
Glen Canyon—Four miles of 
70-foot seven-lane paved boule­ 
vards, a $577,000 administra­ 
tion building, $200,000 police 
building, 
$141,000 
municipal 
building, $200,000 garage and 
fire station and a $478,000 
warehouse for a town that will 
have a population of about 200; 
Trinity River — “It appears 
that the bureau is holding more 
or less permanent housing for 
the Trinity River Project.”

—If the 
bricks of a chapel here could 
talk, what stories they might 
tell. 
The chapel’s pistol-packing 
parson—he’s also a sheriff’s 
deputy—got the bricks from 
the ghost town of Tesla. From 
tunnels now used by rattle- 
s n a k e s and barn swallows, 
miners once dug 500 tons of 
coal a day. 
Only a few weathered boards 
now mark where once stood 
a town of 1,200, with a pay roll 
of $35,000 a month. Wild grass 
has grown over “Silk Stocking 
Row” where girls once enter­ 
tained the miners. 
Tesla succumbed to a bank 
failure after the 1906 earth­ 
quake. 
Twenty years ago, Rev. Carl 


T. Carlin founded the Wayside 
Chapel Evangelical, built his 
own home and most of the 
church. 


Four years ago, Carlin be- 
.'’»me a full-time deputy sher­ 
iff. His patrol area included 
the deserted canyon northeast 
of Livermore. He began to un­ 
earth the buried bricks of 
Tesla. 


Brick by brick he brought 
them out and used them to dec­ 
orate the facade of his church. 


Did they come from Tesla’s 
hotel? From its saloon? From 
its ice cream parlor? Or maybe 
a brick house on “ Silk Stock­ 
ing Row?” No one will ever 
know.

This week has been proclaim­ 
ed by Gov. Goodwin J. Knight 
as “W. D. Eoyce W eek” in hon­ 
or of the 100th anniversary of 
the birth of William D. Boyce; 
out the Marin Boy Scout Coun­ 
cil is allowing the occasion to 
go by unnoticed. 
The Boy Scouts should be in­ 
terested, for William D. Boyce 
founded the Boy Scouts of 
America and contributed large­ 
ly to its financing during its 
early years. 


The story of how Boyce 
became lost in a London fog 
in 1910 and was helped to 
find his way to his hotel by 
an unknown boy is a classic 
of Boy Scout lore. Arriving 
at the hotel, Boyce offered 
the boy a reward. The boy 
refused, tied a knot in his 
neckerchief and explained he 
was a Boy Scout. Helping the 
lost American had been his 
“good turn” for the day, he 
said. 


Intrigued, Boyce made in­ 
quiries which led him to Lord 
Robert 
Baden - Powell, 
w h o 
headed 
the 
Boy 
Scouts 
in 
Britain. He learned about the 
program, and on his return to 
the United States a few weeks 
later, immediately set in mo­ 
tion organization of the Boy 
Scouts of America. 
This incident of Boyce’s life 
is told Boy Scouts. They hear 
little, if anything, else about 
the man who founded their or­ 
ganization. 
But former members of 
another organization which 
Boyce 
founded— and 
later 
merged with the Boy Scouts 
— are 
active 
in 
keeping 
Boyce’s memory alive, and 
were 
responsible 
for 
the 
proclamation of W. D. Boyce 
Week in California and some 


other states. This was the 
Lone 
Scouts 
of 
America. 
Boyce founded It in 
1915 
and merged it with the Boy 
Scouts in 1924. 
Boyce was a wealthy Chicago 
publisner. 
His 
fortune 
was 
built on two weekly feature pa­ 
pers, the Saturday Blade and 
Chicago Ledger. These were 
filled with what in those days 
used to be called “Sunday sup­ 
plem ent type” stories and ar­ 
ticles. They were peddled by 
boy salesmen. 
He started the Lone Scouts 
for two reasons: First, he felt 
Scouting should be available to 
many boys in country districts 
and small towns where there 
was no Boy Scout organization; 
second, he saw in it a way to 
recruit and keep boy salesmen 
for the Blade and Ledger. 
The Lone Scouts had none 
of the local adult organization 
of the Boy Scouts. The boys 
were on their honor to perform 
the tasks necessary to pass each 
“degree.” They ran their own 
show. 
As official publication for 
his new organization, Boyce 
established Lone Scout mag: 
azine. He opened its columns 
to contributions by the boys 
themselves, with a series of 
merit badges culminating in 
a gold quill as awards for 
writers and artists. 
By the time the Lone Scouts 
and Boy Scouts were merged 
in 1924, Lone Scout magazine 
was produced entirely by an 
editorial 
staff 
brought 
u p 
through the ranks of Lone 
Scout boy writers and artists. 
And the program had spawn­ 
ed hundreds of am ateur mag­ 
azines 
published 
by 
L o n e 
Scouts throughout the United 
States and Canada. Many of 
hose onetime boy editors are 


today in newspaper, magazine, 
advertising and printing fields 
(the w riter of this article was 
one of them). They make up a 
large portion of the m em ber­ 
ship of the Elbeetian Legion, 
an 
organization 
without 
of­ 
ficers, 
(except 
its 
founder, 
Charles 
Merlin 
o f 
Hudson 
Heights, N. J.) and without by­ 
laws or dues. It keeps alive the 
memory of Lone Scouting— 
and promoted “W. D. Boyce 
Week.” 
Boyce, born June 16, 1858, 
died June 11, 1929. A bronze 
statue of a Scout m arks his 
grave in Ottawa, 111. His widow, 
Mary Boyce, now lives with her 
daughter, Mrs. Happy Boyce 
Parker, in Carmel. 
Ex-Lone Scouts on newspa­ 
pers scattered over the world 
are writing stories about W. 
D. Boyce this week. For the 
motto of their Elbeetian Le­ 
gion is: “Through eternity we’ll 
never forget the friendships 
that took root in the days of 
our childhood.”

Color Plan 
Would Curb 
Speeding 


BUFFALO, N. Y. (UP!)—A 
Buffalo motorist has proposed 
a plan to curb the number of 
speeding 
violations 
and 
to 
make traffic enforcement eas­ 
ier—thanks to a difference of 
opinion with a motorcycle pa­ 
trolman. 
William H. Butler, a school 
department assistant engineer, 
disagreed with the patrolman 
as to just how fast he was driv­ 
ing. As a result, Butler devised 
a system of speedometer lights 
that would tell a driver—or a 
policeman—instantly whether 
his speed was above or below 
the limit. 
The basis of Butler’s idea is 
a color code for various speed 
ranges—blue to represent 26 
to 30 miles an hour, yellow 31 
to 35, and seven other color 
patterns to signify other speed 
ranges. The system also calls 
for all highway speed limit 
signs, directional signals and 
other warnings to be painted 
with the code color of its speed 
zone. 
Butler explained that the 
speedometer would c o n t r o l 
light panels along the dash­ 


board 
and 
front 
and 
rear 
bumpers of an automobile. The 
driver would match the lights 
with the color of the road sign, 
and thus stay within the speed 
limit. 
The light panels would not 
operate at speeds under 25 
miles an hour, Butler said. He 
suggested that signs governing 
15-mile-an-hour school zones be 
displayed with white letters on 
black backgrounds. 


Blind Men Prove 


Capable Farmers 


OMAHA (UPI) — More and 
more blind men are proving 
themselves capable farmers, a 
government rehabilitation spe­ 
cialist said here. 
J. Hiram Chappell, Washing­ 
ton, who is blind himself, said 
approximately 3,500 blind per­ 
sons now support themselves in 
farming and related work. 
Blind persons have learned 
to be dairy operators, hog farm­ 
ers truck gardeners and poul­ 
try farmers, he said. 
Chappell added that studies 
have shown that the blind, be­ 
cause of their more sensitive 
sense of touch, make excellent 
nursery and greenhouse work­ 
ers by doing a superior job of 
detecting plant diseases and in­ 
sects.

In '87, Rival To Wine Rooms

San Rafael’s public library, 
scheduled 
for

pansion in 50 years, has a long 
and colorful history that dates 
back to 1887. 
Seventy-one years ago, about 
30 good ladies of the Women’s 
Christian Temperance Union 
decided to open a “reading 
room” for sober contemplation 
to offset the strong influence 
of the w;ne rooms next door on 
Fourth street. 
In May, 1887, they held a 
flower festival at the Opera 


House 
(since 
converted 
t o 
apartments a t 1333 Fourth 
street) and raised $168. Of that 
amount, $100 went for books 
and the rest for carpet and 
furnishings. In December that 
year, 
the 
w o m e n 
rented 
Franetha’s Building, “adjoin­ 
ing the wine rooms,” at 909 
Fourth street between D and E 
streets and started the city’s 
first free library. Mrs. C. M. 
Bennett was superintendent. 
Until 1890, ladies of the 
WCTU struggled to keep the

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Vocational 
Education 
Needs Cited - 


CHICAGO (UPI)—A leading 
educator in the field of agri­ 
culture says the problems of 
current times have made types 
of vocational education that 
were previously not needed a 
vital necessity today. 
“And if school administra­ 
tors would like to be around 
for awhile, they would do well 
to pay more attention to voca­ 
tional education in the next 
few years,” H. 
M. Hamlin, 
chairman of agricultural educa­ 
tion at the University of Illi­ 
nois, wrote in a recent issue of 
The Nation’s Schools Magazine. 
Hamlin said federal, state 
and local support and also aid 
from private industry and other 
sources has increased recently 
as the importance of vocational 
education became more appar­ 
ent—and expensive. 
He added, however, that the 
government and private aid is 
not enough. 
“The challenge before us,” 
he continued, “is that our civ­ 
ilization depends on technol­ 
ogy. Our national defense is de­ 
pendent on it.” 
Hamlin said that to meet this 
challenge vocational education 
p r o g r a m s in the nation’s 
schools “must be related to all 
elements of the U.S. public.” 


Smart Student 
Uses Library 


CHICAGO (UPI)—The smart 
student is the one who takes 
advantage of the school’s li­ 
brary rather than attempt to 
study at home in a surround­ 
ing of television, radio, younger 
children and o t h e r Tactors 
which may disturb concentra­ 
tion. 
This is the view of Virgil Cat- 
lin, the administrative assistant 
of P r o Y i n o Township High 


School of Maywood, a suburb 
of Chicago. 
Catlin conducted a survey of 
many high schools and found 
that the institutions are becom­ 
ing more and more library con­ 
scious. The schools are making 
every effort to bring together 
the teacher, top pupils and the 
librarian. 
In several instances a special 
book list is set aside for the 
more talented students. More 
advanced books are ordered 
every two weeks and honor 
students encourage the more 
advanced students to take an 
active part in building up the 
library to assist the less gifted 
classmates. 


1 Out Of 3 
Taxpayers 
Makes Error 


CHICAGO (UPI)—Two out of 
every three federal income tax­ 
payers favored themselves in 
miscalculations last year, and 
the error cost them an average 
of $90 in added taxes, Com­ 
merce Clearing House reports. 
CCH, national reporting au­ 
thority on tax and business 
law, said 1,090,000 taxpayers 
made the mistakes on their in­ 
come tax returns. Bills for the 
shortages, which totaled $98,- 
123,000, were sent out as soon 
as the careless figuring was dis­ 
covered, CCH said. 
Another 615,000 taxpayers 
sent too much money to the In­ 
ternal Revenue Service, and re­ 
ceived $42,979,000 in total re­ 
funds, CCH said. The refunds 
averaged $70. 
The Internal Revenue Ser­ 
vice checked about 11 out of 
every 12 returns filed last 
year in the mathematical veri­ 
fication operation, 26 per cent 
more than in 1956, CCH said. 
The investigation showed 29 
per cent more inaccurate re­ 
turns than were found the pre­ 
vious year, and the dollar vol­ 
ume involved in the mistakes 
increased 30 per cenL

The Marin Journal of 
Aug. 30,1888, announced: “The 
Young People’s Temperance 
Union will give a spicy and 
varied entertainment at the 
Reading Rood tomorrow eve­ 
ning. The program embraces 
music, shadow pictures, tab­ 
leaux, pantomime, recitations, 
etc.” 
Wonders of the phonograph 
were exhibited on June 18, 
1889. “This is a rare oppor­ 
tunity to inspect this latest 
marvel of inventive genius,” 
the Journal reported. “And all 
the money you pay will go to 
the Free Library fund.” 
On May 8, 1980, the Library 
Assn., headed by president W. 
W. Foster, formally presented 
the library to the town library 
trustees. The trustees were 
Charles Fish, president; Dr. W. 
F. Jones, secretary; Fred Sei- 
bel, J. S. Stratton and a Mr. 
Alexander. 
By 1891, the librarian was 
announcing proudly that more 
than 1,000 patrons were visit­ 
ing the reading room each 
month. 
The library left the vicinity 
of the wine rooms in Decem­ 
ber of 1903 and occupied a 
room in the old San Rafael 
High School, where E Street 
School now stands. 
On Dec. 22, 1904, Judge W. 
W. Morrow of San Rafael, a 
personal 
friend 
of 
Andrew 
Carnegie, went to New York 
and got a $25,000 Carnegie 
grant. Delays in plans and the 
1906 earthquake disrupted im­ 
mediate construction. But in 
April, 1908, Hoyt Brothers of 
Santa Rosa won the contract, 
at $18,926, to build a Carnegie 
Free Library on a site extend­ 
ing from Fifth to Mission ave­ 
nue on E street, purchased by 
the donations of citizens. The 
present building was dedicated 
on Jan. 14, 1909. 
A proud group of San Rafael 
citizens witnessed the dedica­ 
tion, 
as 
chairman 
Vincent 
Neale extolled the virtues of 
the “spacious” library. He re­ 
ferred to the men’s reading 
room in the basement, “de­ 
signed for workingmen to be 
able to read the papers and 
other literature either going to 
or returning from work, in 
their working clothes if they so 
desired.” 


A distinctive feature of the 
library was a ladies’ room. “It 
was designed to be a private 
resting place for women, who 
might be passing through the 
town, or visitors, or women 
who might desire to escape for 
a short time the environment 
of a small cottage and a large 
noisy family, and get a little 
rest and quiet.” 
Chief librarian now is Mrs. 
Vivian R. Smith, former San 
Rafael High School teacher, 
who became librarian on .July 
1, 1944. Her predecessor was 
Miss Margaret MacDonald, who 
still lives on Forbes avenue. 
She served the library for 25 
years, 22 years as head li­ 
brarian. 
Present trustees of the li­ 
brary are Robert H. Menzies, 
president; Mrs. Eleanor G. Mur­ 
ray, C. C. Webb, Phillip Brown 
and Col. L. B. C. Jones. Menzies 
has been a trustee since 1914, 
Webb since 1925, and Mrs. 
Murray sine« 1934.

Give You 'Flu' 


CHAMPAIGN, 111. (UPI)—If 
your cats get the flu give them 
proper care and don’t worry 
about catching it from them, 
advises Dr. Dragutin Maksic, a 
veterinarian at the University 
of Illinois. 
He said that despite its simi­ 
larities to human influenza, cat 
flu is really infectious feline 
pneumonitis or c o n t a g i o u s 
pneumonia of cats. 
Cats that sneeze, have high 
tem peratures 
and 
are 
de­ 
pressed probably have cat flu, 
Maksic said. Most cats will re­ 
cover in 10 to 14 days if they 
are kept i na warm, dry place, 
although the eyes should be 
cleansed of discharge which 
accumulates, and the nose kept 
open by cleaning.

As anyone who 
has played pedestrian in that 
city knows, there’s good reason 
for that state of affairs. 


Last night’s opening network 
show — it was either on bad 
tape or good kinescope—trot­ 
ted out a woman who had con­ 
verted her premises into an 
illegal parking lot (comedy), a 
duck-tailed r o g u e who was 
pinched for speeding and run­ 
ning stop signs (social commen­ 
tary), a rich oil man from 
Texas who had thrown a candy 
sack on a highway (farce), and 
a respectable citizen who had 
accidentally killed a girl with 
his car (melodrama). 


The parts were taken by 
some pros and some non-pros, 
all of whom spoke what you 
could call semi-prose. The show 
is big on “natural” talk and 
visual closeups and looks and 
feels a little like an ungram­ 
matical “Dragnet.” 


The show does have some 
strong points: It packs a sort 
of artless reality and it’s very 
successful in conveying the 
feeling of helplessness th^t any 
citizen feels in the hands of 
the law. Edgar Jones, assistant 
dean of the law school of the 
University of California who 
plays the judge, is particularly 
adept at getting over the genial 
tyranny of his character. 


Some of the jokes that Jones 
made were very right. They 
had the dreary smell of the 
humor of most public officials. 
At one point, for example, he 
said to the Texas oil man: “You 
may have been in oil there, but 
you’re in hot water here.” 


The verdict: A mildly inter­ 
esting show and you might sen­ 
tence yourself to one night of 
it this summer to test it on 
your own sensibilities.

IN SOME COUNTIES 
Litterbug Watching 
Can Be Profitable 


SACRAMENTO UP> — Litter­ 
bug watching may never be a 
popular sport in California. 
But it can be profitable in some 
areas. 
Seven counties have posted 
rewards for turning in people 
who dump refuse along a pub­ 
lic road. Others are consider­ 
ing a similar inducement. 
A statewide survey estab­ 
lished that at least 174 rewards 
have been paid so far. 
County officials credit the 
new program with helping to 
eradicate the two-legged pests 
who strew garbage on the 
countryside. Even if no re­ 
wards are paid, Jitterbugs get 
that watched feeling. 
Legislation enacted in 1957 
allows city and counties to 
post rewards for information 
leading to the arrest and con­ 
viction of litterbugs. 
It’s against the law to litter 
up a state highway, but the 
state itself has no reward pro­ 
gram. Highway patrolmen have 
issued a number of citations, 
however. 


The maximum penalty for 
littering is a $500 fine and six 
months in jail. 
Among the counties, $50 re­ 
wards have been posted by 
Butte, Del Norte, Kern, Los An­ 
geles, Marin, San Mateo and 
Santa Clara. San Franqsco and 
Sacramento are thinking about 
it. 
Santa Clara County has the 
most litterbug watchers. It 
paid out 111 rewards in the 
1956-57 fiscal year, but only 61 
in the last 11 months. That 
shows the campaign is work­ 
ing, says the district attorney’s 
office. 
No rewards have been paid 
in San Mateo County, but they 
say littering has declined be­ 
cause of publicity about the 
possibility. 
In Butte County, three high 
school boys collected $100 for 
turning in two men they saw 
dumping trash by the roadside. 
The men were fined $50 each, 
sq the county came out even— 
financially.
